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A tornado can strike anywhere. 
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Tornadoes occur in all 50 stales 
and in all 12 months of the year. 
* But some states arc harder hit, 
and some moriths show greater 
frequencies. . 

Texas leads the list with an 
average of 109' tornadoes each 
year; states like Oregon and Ne- 
vada average less than one per 
year. Illinois is Jilt with an aver- 
age of more than 25 tornadoes 
each year.' 

Of the 628 tornadoes that hit in 
an average, year, about half of 
them occur during three months- 
April, May, and June. 

Tornadoes may occur at any 
hour of the day or night, but most 
form during the warmest hours 
■of the day. Thus, 02 percent of 
our tornadoes hit between noon 
and midnight, .with the greatest 
concentration between 4 and 6 
p.m. ' 

It was during these fatal hours 
of April 21, 1967; that Chicago- 
land's worst tornado day of the 
century came. It was 5:30 p.m. 
on a sultry,; unseasonably Hot 
April Friday ■— ' .when parents

"The weather bureau maintains 
a corps of tornado spotters," Mr. 
Clark points out, "and their warn- 
ings are broadcast. ; The first 
warning is a tornado alert— mean- 
ing that weather conditions ore 
such that tornadoes arc likely to 
develop. The second warning is 
the tornado watch, which means 
that the deadly funnel cloud has 
already been sighted. . 

"Every family should' have a 
tornado procedure," Mr. Clark 
urges, "and the children should 
be briefed on what they must do 
to save themselves. If they are 
in school, their principal will 
cither keep them there if it is top 
late ' to send them home before 
the storm hits, or he'll send them 
home in time to be sheltered. A 
school bus is no place for young- 
sters during tornado winds. 

"Children at home or playing 
outside should be instructed to 
return home when a storm seems, 
due. Their, mother,' or father, 
should gather the family together, 
provide emergency battery-oper- 
ated . . flashlight, transistor . . rad lo, 
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nfido. k watch warning 'comes/The 
shelter should be the southeast 
corner of the basement, or, If 
there is no basement, should be 
an interior room, under, heavy 
furniture. Children : should be cau- 
tioned to stay away from win- 
dows for fear of flying glass, and 
to avoid .heavy appliances which 
may be .thrown onto them. ... 
• "We can't slop tornadoes, but 
we can reduce the loss oflives by 
taking a few precautions," Mr. 
Clark concludes, "bring the fam- 
ily indoors, go to the basement or 
Under heavy tables and wait until 
the radio says the tornado has 
ended."

Producer prices for January 
were boosted to the record-high 
levels as ; a result of higher 
prices being paid by handlers for 
Class; I (bottling) milk, begin- 
ning Dec. 1, 1969.

The $5.36 price was announced 
by Associated Milk Producers,

: The traditional concept of pub- 
lic life in the .United States has 
rested on services rather than 
financial gain. This concept has 
come under heavy fire. from time 
to time on the theory that; often 
the most capable are, in effect, 
barred from public office for fi- 
nancial reasons— they simply can- 
not afford to run for elective Jobs 
that pay so little money. By 
contrast, the) "public ■„' service" 
"school~of 'thought-has feared -that 
high salaries would dull the 
sense of high service that hereto- 
fore has supposedly led individ- 
uals Into public life. 

Whatever the merits of these 
arguments, they are beside the 
point now. At the federal level, 
the emoluments and perquisites 
of public office have elevated 
many positions to the rank of 
big business. 

This is true of the U. S. Con- 
gress, where salaries and "fringe 
benefits" have reached a level 
that may seem unjustified to 
many voters and taxpayers at a 
time when private citizens, are 
being asked to hold the line 
against inflation. Typical of the 
feeding of the critics is the com- 
ment on congressional salary in- 
creases from the Portland, Ore- 
gon Journal: ". . . how can the 
congressmen accept a 41 per cent 
raise for themselves and then 
lend credible moral or. legal sup- 
port to attempts to set an infla- 
tion-curbing guideline on wage 
and price increases in private in- 
dustry or the lower levels of pub- 
lic service?" The pay raised to 
which the Journal refers is the in- 
crease from $30,000 a year to 
$42,500 that was granted last year 
to 535 members- of the U. S. Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives. 
As a matter of fact, the con- 
gressional pay increase is but a 
part of the financial plum that 
now accompanies the office of 
congressman. The perquiiites or 
"fringe benefits" are another 
story— a story with which the av- 
erage taxpayer has little famil- 
iarity, U.S. News & World Re- 
port, in summarizing the finan- 
cial' side of a congressional ca- 
reer, observes that the fringes of 
a Senator can total, more than 
$409,000 annually and $150,000 for 
a member o£ the House of Repre-

All 50 States 



Tornadoes occur in all 50 states 
and in all 12 months of the year. 

But some states arc harder hit, 
and some moriths ; show greater 
frequencies.. 

Texas leads the list with an 
average of 100 .tornadoes each 
year; states like Oregon and Ne- 
vada average less than one per 
.year. Illinois is hit with an aver- 
age of more tlian 25 tornadoes 
each year. . 

Of the 628 tornadoes that hit in 

an average, year, about half of 

them occur during three months— 

April, May, and June. 

Tornadoes may occur, at any 

■ hour of the day or night, but most 
form during the warmest hours 

-oT the day. Thus, 82 percent of 
our tornadoes hit between noon 
and midnight, with the greatest 
concentration between 4 and 6 
p.m. 

, It was during these fatal hours 
of April. 21, 10671 that Chicago, 
land's worst tornado day of the 
century came. It was 5:30 p.m. 
on . a sultry, unseasonably hot

officials prefer to be prepared 



with an allcrtcd public'. 

"The weather bureau maintains 
a corps of tornado spotters," Mr. 
Clark points out, "and their warn- 
ings arc "broadcast. The first 
warning is a tornado alert-mean* 
ing that weather conditions ore 
such .that tornadoes are likely to 
develop. The. second - warning is 
the tornado watch, which means 
that the deadly funnel cloud has 
already been sighted. 

"Every family should have a 
tornado procedure," Mr. Clark 
urges, "and the children should 
be briefed on what they must do 
to save themselves. If they are 
in school, their principal will 
either keep them there If it is too 
late to send them homo before 
the storm hits, or he'll send them 
home In time to bo sheltered. A 
school bus Is no place for young* 
sters during tornado winds. 

"Children at home or playing 
outside should bo instructed to 
return homo when a storm seems 
due/ Their mother, or father, 
should gather the family together, 
provide emergency battery-oper- 
ated I , flashlight, transistor . radio, 
: an'd prepaid, the shelter At the tor- 
n&lo watch warning comes. The 
shelter should be the southeast 
; corner, of tho basement, br^ If 
there is no basement, should bo 
• ah interior room, under heavy 
furniture. Children should be cau- 
tioned to stay away from, win- 
dows for fear' of flying gloss, and 
to avoid. heavy appliances which 
may bo thrown onto. them. .' 

"We can't stop tornadoes, but 
we can reduce the loss of lives by 
taking a few precautions," '■■'- Mr. 
Clark concludes, "bring tho fam- 
ily indoors, go to the basement or 
under heavy tables and wait until 
the radio says the tornado has 
ended." .

New Price 
For Dairy 
Farmers 

A superpool blend price of at 
least $5.36 per hundredweight will 
bo paid dairy, farmers for Grade 
A milk delivered during January 
to Chicago market plants within 
Zone 1 of (he Chicago regional 
federal milk order. The January 
producer, price is 2 cents higher 
than the December blend and 34 
cents more than the January 1069 
price, despite the fact that Janu- 
ary daily milk production iri ' tlie 
regional order pool was 1,100,628 
pounds above the December 
daily average. 

Producer prices for January 
were boosted to the record-high 
levels as a result of higher 
prices being paid by handlers for 
Class I (bottling) milk, begin- 
ning Dec. 1, 1069. Ah increase of 
4 cents in the Class II price in 
January was also a contributing 
factor to the Increase. 

The $5.30 price was announced 
by Associated. .Milk Producers, 
Inc., Chicago market agent for 
Central Milk' Producers Coopera- 
tive, an organization of 18 Wis- 
consin- and Illinois dairy farmer 
cooperatives which supplies most 
of the milk for Chicago, Milwau- 
kee, Madison and northeastern 
^Wisconsin. 

The $5.36 applies to milk Of 3.5 
per cent butterfat content and is 
a blend of tho January superpool 
Class I price of $6.03 per hundred- 
weight for Class I (bottling} milk 
and $4.67 per hundredweight for 
Class II milk (milk used for pur- 
poses other than bottling). 

Tho producer butterfat differ- 
ential on January milk under the 
Chicago regional order is 8.1 
cents per hundredweight for each 
one-tenth of 1 per cent above or 
below 3.5 per cent. 

Total milk in the pool In Janu- 
ary was 617,150,839 pounds com- 
pared with 583,031,355 pounds in 
December. 

January Class I (bottling) milk 
utilization was. -si per cent of the 
total milk in the Chicago regional 
market pool compared with 53 
per cent in December. The lower 
utilization for January is attrib- 
uted to the normal seasonal pro- 
duction increase. 

I The market order blend price 
/paid Chicago regional mark 
duccrs is^rjdiiced two 
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The traditional concept of pub- 
lic life in the United States has 
rested on services rather than 
financial gain. This concept has 
come under heavy fire from tune 
to time on the theory that often 
the most capable 'are, in effect, 
barred from public office for fi- 
nancial reasons— they simply can- 
not afford to run for elective jobs 
that pay so little money. By 
contrast, the) "public service" 
school of thought has feared that 
high salaries would dull the 
sense of high service that hereto- 
fore has supposedly led individ- 
uals into public life. 

Whatever the merits of these 
arguments, they. are beside the 
point now. At thejederal level, 
the emoluments and perquisites 
of public office have elevated 
many positions to the rank of 
big business. 

This is true of the U. S.v Con- 
gress, where salaries and "fringe 
benefits" have reached a level 
that may seem unjustified to 
many voters, and taxpayers at a 
tune when private citizens are 
being asked to hold the lute 
against inflation. Typical of the 
feeellng of the, critics is the com* 
ment on congressional salary in- 
creases from, the Portland, Ore- 
gon Journal; ". . .how can the 
congressmen accept a 41 per cent 
raise for themselves and then 
lend credible moral. or legal sup- 
port to attempts to set an infla- 
tion-curbing guideline on wage 
and price increases in private in- 
dustry or the lower levels of pub- 
lic service?" The pay raised to 
which the Journal refers is the In- 
crease from $30,000 a year to 
$42,600 that was. granted last year 
to 535 members of the U. S. Sen* 
ate and House of Representatives. 

As a matter of fact, the con- 
gressional pay Increase Is but a 
part of the financial plum that 
now 'accompanies the office of 
congressman. 'The perquirites or 
"fringe benefits" are another 
story— a story with which the av- 
erage taxpayer has little famil- 
iarity. /U.S. News & World Re- 
port, isKsummarizlng the finan- 
cial, side of a congressional: ca- 
reer;, observes that the fringes of 
a Senator can total, more than 
$400,000 annually and $150,000 for 
a member of tho House of Rcpre- 
'seiitativefc ~: "-■•/ ■ *, ■.'. : - -. ;v 

Allowances and free services 
provided a member of Congress 
make an Impressive list. As 
tabulated by U.S. News & World 
Report, they include a liberalre- 
tircment plan after as little as 5 
years of service; up to $3,000 a 
year tax deduction for Jiving 
costs in Washington; rent-free 
offices— one in D.C., one or .two 
at home; salary allowance -for 
staff, depending on number of 
constituents, top allowance is 
$358,000 a year; stationery allow- 
ance of $3,000 a year at special 
cut-rate stores on Capitol Hill;. 
free mailing privileges; free 
roung trips home; free long-dis- 
tance calls; free telegrams; free 
parking on Capitol Hill; free 
emergency medical care from 
physicians stationed In the Cap- 
itol; medical care in any military 
hospital at a flat fee of $40 a 
day^' regardless of the type of 
treatment; free swimming pools; 
free \ steam rooms; masseurs, 
physiotherapy; free hair cuts for 
Senators, reduced rates for Rep- 
resentatives; free flowers for of- 
fices and entertainment; private 
dining rooms in the Capitol; TV 
and radio studio services at dis- 
count rates. 

The present trend, It Is felt by 
many, Is going beyond the simple 
objective of easing the financial 
"sacrifice" of holding public of- 
fice. One thing is certain. Many 
will be attracted to the job of 
congressman simply for the 
money. And if they think main- 
ly of the money then* jobs. pay, 
how sincere will they be in deal- 
ing with the problems of a na- 
tion whoso citizens live far lower 
on ,the economic hog than the 
"public servants" they have

The average age of 'the World 
War II veteran is 49 years, ac- 
cordirig to Johnson/ He said that 
to convert from a $10,000 term 
life insurance policy to a compar- 
able- amount at that age under 
Modified Life, one of the perman- 
ent plans, would cost $15.20 a 
month. At age 60, the premium 
would be $22.90 a month. 

The VA chief stressed. that each 
veteran must make. his own deci- 
sion as to which insurance plan 
best fits his needs during specific 
periods in his life. 

"However, it is well to bear in 
mind that most veterans must 
adjust to r^ucetTmcome during 
the later stages of life, while 
premiums for term insurance con- 
tinue to rise,", he pointed out. 



Johnson urged all veterans 
seeking information, or desiring 
to convert their term insurance, 
to contact the VA office to which . 
they send their premiums. An 
aplication form, premium rate 
schedules, and other . information - 
will then be forwarded -to the 
veteran.
